The middle aged wife of the Rev. 
C. V. Sheatsiey was choked to death 
before her body was put into the fire 
that almost consumed her body in the 
furnace of the parsonage of Christ 
Lutheran church in the suburb of Bex- 
ley. : 
These statements were made by the 
authorities here late last night. 

‘ The \authorities base their conten- 
tions on the report of C. H. Long, 
chemical expert, who examined the 
vital organs of the woman's body, a 
report made known to Prosecutor John 
R. King early this morning. 

Didn't Breathe in Furnace. 

Chemist Long says that his tests 
show that . Mrs. Sheatsley never 
breathed after her body entered the 
furnace and that the body must ha ve 
son put on the coals ta be consumed 


after to death. f 
The chemist ‘says the woman dead 


either of strungulation or suffocation, 
but. he adds that had she died of guffo- 
cation there would be traces of carbon 
monoxide gas in the lung and esoph- 
agus he has tested. He states posi- 
tively that no trace of this gas wae 
found, 

Long added an extended, verbal re- 
port to his terse official report to the 
prosecutor. He said that Dr. H. M. 
Brundage, a pathologist called into the 
case, supported hig reports. Dr. 
Brundage has made added tests, and. 
while these tests are not yet complete, 
Mr. Long stated that the pathologist 
bears him out in his opinions. 

Tested Woman's Blood. 

IJ am positive there was no trace of 
carbon monoxide in the organs,“ Chem- 
ist Long said. “I obtained three 
ounces of blood from the lung and 
esophagus and submitted it to five dif- 
ferent positive tests. In all of them it 
proved to be normal.“ 

Mr. Long’s report, borne out by the 
opinions of the pathologist, gives au- 
thorities the first actual working cle 
they have had since the body was 
found Monday. - 

As a result of Mr. Long’s report no 
further search will be made for a bot- 
tle of carbolic acid which was missing 
from a medicine cabinet in. the par- 
sonage. 

The chemist said that examination of 
the aesophagus and part of the stom- 
ach wall showed no evidence of caustic 
poison.

Rum Chasers 


Fire On, Raid 
Belding Yacht 


Miami, Fl., Nov. 21.—The cruising 
yacht Cocoon, with the owner, M. M. 
Belding, wealthy New York silk man- 
ufacturer, aboard, was fired on by 
coast guard patrol boats shortly after 
dusk tonight two miles off Miami and 
boarded and searched, Mr. Belding re- 
ported here tonight. 

Shots from two one-pounders were 
fired on the Cocoon as the craft, with 
a party of Mr. Belding’s friends re 
turning from a fishing trip, headed 
toward the government cut and Bis- 
cayne bay, Mr. Belding said. 

After boarding the Cocoon, guns 
drawn, and making a search of the 
vessel, presumably under the impres- 
sion that the yacht was a rum runner; 
coast guard officers expressed regret 
at the incident, he said. 

Raiders Curse Yachtsmen. 


The first shot heard by the party 
on the yacht was not recognized as 
such, but a second shot which fol- 
lowed was answered by biasts Den 
the Cocoon's whistle to come along 
side. When the patrol boat drew near 
the Cocoon threw its searchlights on 
the government craft and was greeted 
with violent language, according to 
those on the yacht. 

The Cocoon, guarded by patrol boats, 
steamed into the government cut, 
where it stopped and was boarded, the 
manufacturer said.’ 

Mr. Belding said tonight that he 
was convinced that the coast guard 
boats knew the identity of the Cocoon, 
The yacht was lighted from stem to 
stern.

Former Criticism Recalled. 

“Our cons‘itution guarantees to our 
citizens sanctity in their private af- 
fairs, a right giving way only to the 
needs of government,” said the Presi- 
dent in his statement in signing the 
present tax law. Under e law as 
it now exists the treasury has access 
to all information useful ir determin- 
ing the liability of the taxpayer. For 
the needs of revenue. public’ty is un- 
necessary. : 

“While the bill purports not to give 
full publicity, this is scarcely true, and 
it still sacrifices without reason the 
rights of the taxpayer. The amount 
which the citizen contributes to the 
treasury must be exhibited to the cu- 
rious and to business rivals. Commit- 
tees in congress have access to re- 
turns and other private pavers, with- 
out any restriction as to their pubil- 
eation in open committee or on the 
floor of the congress, the most certain 


means of publicity. 


“Will Reduce Revenue.” 


“Te a taxpayer desires a hearing be- 
fore the board of tax appeals he must 
expose to the public the complete de- 
tails of his income. It is not alone 
in the unwarranted interference with 
the right of the citizen to privacy that 
these provisions are hurtful. It is be- 
lieved that far from increasing rev- 
enue, the desire to avoid gratification 
of the idle curiosity of others or the 
exposure of one’s personal affairs :0 
one’s competitor will result in the cor 
cealment of millions of dollars of in- 
come which would otherwise be re- 
ported.“ . 

If conditions appear favorable the 
administration may urge the enact- 
ment of a separate bill repealing the 
publicity provision of the present law 
at the short session of congress. 

The declaration by Senator Harrison 
[Dem., Miss. J. originally a supporter 
of tax publicity, that he now sees 
harmful effects in the proposition and 
will favor a repeal, has changed the 
situation somewhat.

The Jordania Menshevik govern- 
ment in 1920 had taken 20 per cent of 
the revenue of the syndicate, and the 
bolsheviks later took 35 and still later 
47% per cent, but they never national- 
ized or organized the mines. 

A Munich firm served as the selling 
agent for the syndicate for the past 
three years, but its contract expired 


on Sept. 1. 


Deal with Soviets. 

The advantage of making arrange- 
ments with the soviets was that they 
controlled the export licenses and the 
Chimo could only export to those to 
whom the soviets gave a selling 
agency. 

The Georgian soviet gave Mr. Harri- 
man an exclusive concession. for 
twenty years to distribute Georgian 
manganese.

T the October, 1924, meeting of 
the American Public Health as- 
sbciation Dr. Matthias Nicoll Jr. 
read a letter from Dr. Bichel,

Dr. Fichel is in the home or- 
fice of the section of health, and one of 
his duties is to assist in the collection 
of informati as to the prevalence of 
contagious s throughout the 
world. : 

This office gets authoritative informa- 
tion as to important diseases from all 
of Europe, from some parts of Africa, 
vome parts of Asiay and from most of 
South and Central America. Of course, 
there are sections about which nobody 
knows, but if there is any information 
anywhere, or even a first rata guess, 
the facts, such as they are, are passed 
on to the league office. It is the watch 
tower to which scouts in all parts of 
the world report the advances and re- 
treats of the disease enemies of man.

All you can do now is to keep her in the 
outside sunlight several hours a day. This 
will enable her to use the lime in her milk as 
@ cure for her cough. She has an into) ce 
for cane sugar, and that is the worst of her 
troubles right now. , 

All right—give her none. She is old enough 
to get all the carbohydrates she needs in the 
form of oatmeal, well cooked; finely mashed 
potato, thickened soups, vegetables, well 
cooked and finely mashed, hard breads an! 
milk, and milk sugar from milk. 

If you find that any kind of sugar disagrees 
with her, omit it from the diet. You can 


even get sugariese milks. |

Nears Completion 
in Art Institute 


A 500 seat theater is rapidly nearing 
completion at the east end of the Art 
institute. It will be used to teach art 
students the principles of stage decora- 
tion, including costuming and scene- 
painting. 

While no announcement regarding 
the theater has been made by insti- 
tute officials, it is understood that ne- 
gotiations are now pending with a 
number of dramatic schools and with 
the University of Chicago for actors 
and plays. It is reported that a course 
in playwriting will be given at the 
university along the lines of Prof. 
Baker’s courses at Harvard, and that 
the plays written by the students will 
be given presentation at the institute 
theater. 

The new playhouse is considerably 
larger than most of the so-called “ ex- 
perimental theaters” which havé 
sprung up in many parts of the coun- 
try, and it is hoped that the plays 
there presented will be sturdier in con- 
tent and presentation than the usual 
run of little theater productions. 

The theater is.a memorial to Ken- 
neth Sawyer Goodman, a naval lieu- 
tenant who died during the war. It 
is the gift of his father, W. O. Good- 
man. Lieut. Goodman was keenly in- 
terested in theatrical progress and was 
the author of several plays. 

While costuming and stage design 
are taught in a number of schools here 
and abroad, it is expected that the 


equipment at the institute will give 


Chicago the leadership in that direc- 
tion. No announcement has been made 


as yet regarding the directing head of 


the new school, although the name af 
C. Raymond Johnson, who designed 
much of the scenery for the Little

Trouble of Schools, 
Women Voters Told 


Confusion is the chief trouble with 
the present educational system in IIli- 
nois, according to W. W. Lewton, who 
spoke yesterday at the closing session 
of the Illinois League of Women Vot- 
ers at the Congress hotel.
